which will ov erc o m e the objection! of 
t h e United S tate s supreme court to 
those passeN last w in te r? 
T his q u es ­ 
tion is engrossing th e atte n tio n of ¡ha 
s ia te officials, 
who realize that t h e 
all nation presents a strong possihilitv 
oi such action. 
Before this question 
can be decided, how ever, it 
will be 
n e c e s s a r y to learn just w hat t h e court 
decided. 
T h is will not be k n o w n until 
a copy of th e decision is received by 
t h e s i a t e oils ials in a day or two. Gov­ 
e r n o r J o h n s o n is not p rep a re d to say 
w h e th e r he would call t h e legislature 
in ex tra session. 
"I do not know yet w h e th e r an ex ­ 
tra session would be advisable or m»c 
e ssary." he said. 
"All we know about 
th e decision so far is th e s u m m a r i e s 
which 
h a \ e ap p e ared 
in 
the n e w s ­ 
papers, and I cannot tell what will he 
done until 1 hav e seen th e full opin ­ 
ion of the court. T hat will be received 
In a few days. 
“At 
present we do not know Just 
what the court has decided and hen c e 
cannot tell what good could be ac co m ­ 
plished by an e x tra session.” 
It all d ep e n d s upon th e scope of th e ; 
c o u r t ’s 
decision. 
If 
th e 
court 
h a s ! 
wiped th e laws off th e s t a t u t e hooks 
by holding th e m un co n s titu tio n a l with 
out passing on th e rea so n ab le n e ss of 
the r a te s it will be up to t h e legisla 
tu re to f ra m e new laws which will get 
around 
th e objections of th e court 
without c h anging th e ra te s prescribed 
in th e old laws. 
If, how ever, th e court 
h a s sim ply held th e pen alty provisions 
of t h e laws to be invalid the y might 
he a m e n d e d by red u cin g th e penalties 
so as to ov erc o m e this objection.

pain of killing th e hanker and his fam ­ 
ily. 
T hree thousand depositors clamored 
loudly at the Pat! bank for their sav­ 
ings and in the excitem ent a run was 
started on the bank of Acriteli & Son 
across the street from the suspended 
institution, and caused it to shut its 
doors. 
The two hanks were small pri 
vate 
institutions. 
The 
run on 
the 
Pat! bank, the police charge, was en­ 
gineered by the Black hand as a rt» 
venge o n Pali, 
who was acquitted 
Monday by 
the 
coroner of

Plastered on th e window of P ati’s 
bank, the most rem arkable notice of 
a suspension probably ever posted was J 
read by hundreds after the bank closed 
its doors. 
It was signed “Pasquale 
Pati and Son, Salvatore,” and read: 


Attempted to Take His Life. 


“I will suspend payment for twm 
weeks. 
I am compelled to leave town, 
as T have received threatening letters 
and people have attem pted to take my 
life. 
T here are no fears of your losing 
your deposits. 
Besides cash, I own 
pixty-five houses in New’ York and 
have them insured for $100,000 and 
can pay everybody. 
I will resume in 
two weeks.” 
It was P a ti’s custom to keep large 
piles of A m erican and Italian money 
in the front window of his bank, and 
six weeks ago a dynam ite bomb ex­ 
ploded near th e tem pting window. T he 
glass was shattered and thousands of 
dollars in palier money was scattered 
about the street. 
Pati succeeded in 
recovering all the money. 
Three weeks ago Francesco Pellet re 
entered P a ti’s bank w’ith drawn re ­ 
volver and 
dem anded 
money 
after 
threatening to kill the banker and his 
son, Salvatore, wrho were in the bank. 
I Pat! and his son drew revolvers and In 
! the fusillade of bullets Pelletro fell 
dying. 
T h e flood of Black Hand let 
ters did not cease and Monday three 
strange men entered the bank and 
threatened not only to kill Pat! and 
his family, but to bum his home and 
destroy his business. 
The men darted 
out of the bank before Pati could sum ­ 
mon the police.

covered several men prowling around 
the house and a quantity of oil-soaked 
rags were found placed against the 
building in several places.

TO PASS NEW RATE LAW 


Governor May Call Special Session of 
Minnesota Legislature. 
St. Paul, March 25.— Will Governor 
Johnson call an ex tra session of the 
legislature to pass 
new 
rate laws 
vC'liieh will overcome the objections of 
the United States suprem e court to 
those passed last w inter? 
This ques­ 
tion is engrossing the attention of the 
sta le officials, who realize that the 
situation presents a strong possibility 
of such action. 
Before this question 
can be decided, how ever, it will be 
necessary to learn ju st what the court 
decided. 
This will not be known until j 
a copy of the decision is received by j 
th e state officials in a day or two. Gov- j 
e rnor Johnson is not prepared to say 
w hether he would call th e legislature 
in extra session. 
“I do not know yet w hether an ex­ 
tra session would be advisable or nee 
essary,” he said. 
“All we know about 
th e decision so far is the summaries 
which have appeared 
in the news­ 
papers, and I cannot tell what will be 
done until I have seen the full opin­ 
ion of the court. T h at will be received 
in a few days. 
“At present we do not know Just 
what the court has decided and hence 
cannot tell what good could be accom­ 
plished by an extra session.” 
It all depends upon the scope of the 
c o urt’s 
decision. 
If 
th e 
court 
has 
wiped the laws off th e statu te books 
by holding them unconstitutional with 
out passing on the reasonableness of 
the rates it will be up to the legisla­ 
tu re to frame new law s which will get 


i around the objections of the court 
without changing the ra te s prescribed 
in the old laws, 
lf, how ever, the court 
\ has simply held the penalty provisions 
of the laws to be invalid they might 
be amended by reducing the penalties 
so as to overcome this objection.

I renew inv recommendation tor im ­ 
m ediate n enactment of an em ployers’ 
liability law, drawn to conlorm to the 
recent decision of the su pre m e court. 
W ithin 
the 
limits indicated by the 
court tlie law should he made th o r­ 
ough and comprehensive and the pro­ 
tection it uuoids s h o u l d em brace e v ­ 
ery class ot employe to which the 
powei ot the congress c a n extend. 
In addition to a liability law protect­ 
ing the employes of common carriers 
the government should show its good 
laith h> enacting a further law giving 
compensation to its own employes for 
injury or death incurred in its serv 
lea. 
it is a reproach to us as a nu 
tion that in both federal and state 
legislation We have afforded less pro* 
te< tion to public and private employes 
than any other industrial country ot 
the world. 


Lim it Power of Injunctions. 


1 also u ir o that action be taken 
alu ig the line ol the recom mendation 
I have already made concerning in­ 
junctions in tabor disputes. 
No tem- 
porary restraining order should be is­ 
sued 
by 
any court Without 
notice; 
and the pe.it ion for a permanent in­ 
junction upon which such temporary 
restraining 
order 
has 
been 
issued 
should l-e heard b) the court issuing 
the same within a reasonable lime, 
say not to exceed a week or there­ 
abouts from the date when the order 
was issued. 
It 1b worth considering 
whether it

tided by another judge than the one 
issuing the injunction, except where

Should Amend Anti-Trust Law. 


I again call attention to the urgent

T h e interstate com­ 
m erce law should be amended so as 
to give railroads the right to make 
traffic agreements, subject to these

MOST UNWISELY DRAWN. 


Antl-Truat Law Condemn« Legal Or 
ganizations. 
In addition to the reasons I have al 
ready urged on your attention It ha- 
new 
become 
important 
that 
there 
should be an amendment of the anti­ 
trust law*, because of the uncertainty 
as to how this law affects cotubina 
tlons among labor men and farmers. 
If the combination has any tendency 
to restrict interstate commerce. 
All 
of those combinations, If and while 
existing for and engaged in the promo­ 
tion of Innocent and proper purposes, 
should be recognized as legaf. 
As I have repeatedly pointed out 
this anti trust law was a most unwise 
ty drawn statute. 
It was perhaps in­ 
evitable that in feoRng after the rp/ht 
remedy the first attemots to provide 
such should be crude and It was ab­ 
solutely Imperative that some leglsla 
tion should be passed to control, in 
the Interest of the public, the bus! 
ness use of enormous aggregations of 
corporate wealth 
that 
are 
now a 
marked feature of the modern Indus 
trial world. 
Hut the present antl-tru.-d 
law, in its construction and working, 
has exemplified only too well the kind 
of legislation which, under the guise 
of being thorough going. Is drawn up 
In mi< h sweeping form as to become 
either Ineffective or else mischievous 


All Com binations Not Bad. 


In the modern industrial world com­ 
binations are 
absolutely necessary; 
they 
are m . easary among business 
no n, they are necessary among labor 
inu men; they are becoming more ami 
more necessary among farmers. So ne 
of those combination < are among the 
more powerful of all in stru m en t! for 
wrongdoing, 
o th e r s offer th«* only 
effective way of meeting actual husi- 
ne«s n»***ds. 
ft |« thi* chievoua and un­ 
wholesome to keep upon the statute 
hooks unmodified a law, like the anti* 
trust law. which, while in practice is 
only partia'ly effective against 
vari­ 
ous 
combinations, has 
nevertheless 
been so construed as sweeptnulv to 
prohibit 
every combination 
lor th * 
transaction of modern business. Son.»* 
real good lias resulted from this law, 
I m the fim'* has come when it is ini* 
peraMve to modify It. 
Such modifica­ 
tion is urgently needed for the sa1«» 
of the b u s i n e s s men of ihe country, 
for the sake oi the wage workers and 
for the sake of farmers. 
The con 
gross cannot afford to leave it on the 
Statute books In its present shape. 


Serious Elow to Procress. 


It has now become uncertain how 
far this law i 
ty involve all labor or 
gani’/.ai ions 
and 
farmers* 
organiza­ 
tions, as well as all business organ 
l’/alionB in conflict with the law; or, 
if we secure literal compliance with 
the law, how tar it may re till in the 
destruction of the organizations ce< 
essury for tile transaction of modern 
business, as well as of all labor or­ 
ganizations 
and 
farm ers’ 
organi/a 
tlons. completely check the wtie move 
ment for securing business co-opera­ 
tion among 
farmer« and 
put back 
half a century the progress of the 
movement for the betterment of labor. 
A bill has been presented in the eon 
gress to remedy this situation. 
Some 
such m easure as this bill is needed in 
the interest of all engaged in the in­ 
dustries which are essential to the 
country's wellbeing 
1 do not pretend 
to say the exact shape that the bill 
should fake and the suggestions I have 
to oil or are tentative; and my views 
would 
equally apply 
lo any other 
m easure which would achieve tin* de 
sired 
end. Hearing this in mind I 
would suggest, merely tentatively, the 
full«¡wing c h a n g e s in the law: 


Restraint of Trade Condemned. 


The substantive part ot the anti­ 
trust law should remain 
as at pre

(»i trade or commerce among tin* sev 
era! 
states or with 
foreign 
nations 
should continue to be declared i 11♦ *- >!; 
provided, however, that some proper 
governmental authority (such as the 
commissi« ner of corporations acting 
under the secretary of commerce and 
labor) be allowed to pass on any such 
contracts. 
Probably th«* best method 
of providing for this would he to en- 
Hct that any contract, subject to tla* 
prohibition contained in the a n t i tr u s t 
law, into which it was desired to en ­ 
ter, might be filed with ihe bureau of 
corporations or other appropriate ex­ 
ecutive body. 
This would provide publicity. With­ 
in say sixty days of tin* tiling— which 
period could be extended by order of 
the 
departm ent whenever 
for any 
reason it did not give the department 
sufficient time for a thorough e x am ­ 
ination— the 
executive 
department 
having power might forbid the con 
tract, which would then become sub 
Jett to the provisions of the anti trust 
law, if at all in restraint of trade. 


Legal Process in Certain Cases. 


If no such prohibition was issued 
the contract would then only be liable 
to attack on the ground that It con­ 
stituted an unreasonable restraint of 
trade. 
W henever the period of flUnc 
had passed without any such prohibi 
tion 
the contracts or combinations 
could bo disapproved or forbidden only 
after notice and hearing wllh a rea­ 
sonable pro\ Is ion for summary review 
on appeal by the courts. 
Labor organizations, farmers* organ 


nations and othar organisations not 
organised for purposes of profit should 
j be allowed to register under the law 
| by giving th« location of the head 
I office, the c h a rte r and bylaws and the 
names and addresHea of their prtn 
clpal officers. 
In the Interest of al 
these 
organizations—business, 
labor 
and farmers' organizations alike— the 
present provision permitting the re 
covery of threefold damages should 
be abolished 
and 
as a 
substitute 
therefor the right of recovery allowed 
for should be only the damages 
b u s 
! fained by the plaintiff and the cost of 
suit. Including a reasonable atto rn ey’s 
fee. 


B n tf Statute of Limitations. 
The law should not affect pending 
suits; a short statute of limitations 
should be provided, so far aa the pas 
is concerned, not to exceed a year 
Moreover, and even more In the in­ 
terest of labor than of business com 
binatisns, all auch suits brought for 
«ausos of action heretofore occurred 
should be brought only if the contract 
or combination complained of was un 
fnlr or unreasonable. 
It may be well 
to rem em ber that all of the suits hith­ 
erto brought by the government un 
I der the anti-trust law have been In 
cases where the combination or con 
| tract was In fact unfair, unreasonable 
j and against the public Interests. 
It is Important that we should en 
couiage trade agreementB between e m ­ 
ployer and em ploye where they are 
just and fair. 
A strike is a c l u m s y 
weapon for righting wrongs done to 
labor and we should extend, so far as 
possible, the process of conciliation 
and 
arbitration as a substitute 
foi 
strikes. 
Moreover, violence, disorder 
and coercion, when committed In eon 
neclloR 
with 
strikes, 
should 
be as 
promptly and as sternly repressed a 
when committed in any other connec­ 
tion. 


Necessity for Labor Unions. 


But 
atrik *s 
themselves 
are, and 
should be, recognized to he entirely 
legal. 
Combinations of workingmen 
have a pe< iliar reason for their ex­ 
istence. 
The very wealthy individual 
employer, and 
still more 
the very 
wealthy corporation, stand at an e n o r­ 
mous advantage when compared 
to 
the individual workingman: and while 
th e re are many cases w here It may 
not be necessary for laborers to form 
a tin Ion In many other cases it is In­ 
dispensable. for otherwise the thou 
sands of small units, the thousands of 
individual workingmen would be left 
helpless in their dealing with the one 
big unit— the big individual or cor 
pornte employer. 
Twenty-two years ago. by the act 
of June 29, 1886, trades unions were 
recognized by law and the right of 
laboring people to combine for all lew 
fill purposes was formall.v recognized, 
this right including combination for 
mutual 
protection and benefits, th 
regulation of wages, hours and condi 
tlons of labor and the protection of 
the individual rl *h's of the workmen 
in the prosecution of their trade or 
trades; and in the act of June 1, 1 89 8, 
s t r i k e s were recognized as legal In 
the same provision that forbade par 
tlclpution in or instigation of force or 
violence against persons or property 
or the attempt to prevent others from 
working by violence, by threat or in 
timidat ion. 


Law Should Be Explicit. 


T he business man must be protect­ 
ed In pet son and property and so must 
the farmer and the wage worker; and 
as regards all alike the right of peace­ 
ful combination for all 
lawful pur­ 
poses should be explicitly recognized. 
The right of employers to combine 
and contract with one another ami 
with 
their 
employes should 
be ex­ 
plicitly recognized; and so should the 
right of the employes to combine and 
to contract with one another and witi 
! the employers and to seek peaceably 
to persuade others to accept 
their 
views and to strike for the purpose ot 
peaceably obtaining from employers 
satisfactory te rm s for their labor. 
Nothing should be done to legalize 
either a blacklist or a boycott that 
would be illegal at common law; this 
being the type of boycott defined and 
condemned by the anthracite strik» 
commission. 


URGENTLY 
NECESSARY. 


C ongress Should Enact Financial L e g ­ 
islation. 
The question of financial legislation 
is now 
re, e i\ing 
such attention 
in 
both houses that we have a right to 
expect a<!i. n before the close of th«* 
session. 
It h urgently necessary th a ’ 
there should he such action. 
Moreover, action should be taken to 
establish postal savings banks. These 
postal savings banks are imperative­ 
ly needed for the benefit of the wage 
workers and men of small means and 
will be an a\ailable adjunct Lo our 
whole financial system. 


formation, both through the com m it­ 
tee itself 
and 
through government 
agents who should report to the eem- 
mittee and should lay before it the 
fact* which would permit it to act 
with prompt and intelligent fairness. 
These government agents, If it is 
not deemed wise to appoint individ­ 
uals from oiitalde the public service, 
might with advantage be members of 
the executive departments, designated 
by the president, on his own motion 
or on the request of the committee to 
act with it. 
I am of the opinion, however, that 
one change In the tariff could with 
advantage be made forthwith. 
Our 
forests need every protection and one 
method of protecting them would be 
to put upon the free list wood pulp, 
with a corresponding reduction upon 
paper made from wood pulp, when 
they come from any country that does 
not put an export duty upon them.

The reasonable 
expectation of the people will not be

for the beginning and 
prosecution of the actual work of wa­ 
terways improvement and control. Th* 
congress should recognize In fullest 
fashion the fact that the subject of 
the conservation of our natural re­ 
sources, with which this commission 
deals, is literally vital for the future 
of the nation. 
Numerous 
bills 
granting 
w*atei 
power rights on 
navigable 
stream s 
have been Introduced. 
None of then, 
give the government the right to m ake 
a reasonable charge for the valuable 
privileges so granted, in spite of the 
fact that the»«* water power privileges 
are equivalent to many thousands of 
acre> of the best coal lands for thetr 
production of ¡tower. 
Nor is any defi­ 
nite time limit set, as should always 
be done In such cases. 
I shall be 
obliged hereafter, In accordance with 
the policy stated In a recent message, 
to veto any water power bill which 
does not provide for a time limit and 
for the right of the president or of 
the secretary concerned 
to fix and 
collect such a charge as he may find 
to be just and reasonable in each case.

Econom y In Fuel on Ocean Liners. 
Wonderful advances have been made 
in marine engines during the past few 
years, not only in construction, but in 
economy of fuel as well. 
An 8,000-ton 
ship built for the Hamburg-American 
line in 1890 burns nearly twice as 
much coal as a 17,000-ton ship built 
for them in 1906. 
T he White Star 
liner Baltic, 24,000 tons, burns less 
fuel than the 7,000-ton Bretagne, built 
in 1886. 
At the beginning of ocean 
steam navigation it took 550 tons of 
coal to drive a 2,000-ton vessel across 
the Atlantic at a speed of nine miles 
an hour. 
Today a 20,000-ton vessel 
can be driven across at a speed of 
twenty-three miles an hour on a con­ 
sumption of 3,000 tons of coal.— Popu­ 
lar Mechanics.

REVISION 
OF 
THE 
TARIFF 


Believes Tim e Has Arrived to Take 
P relim inary Steps. 
1’he time has come when we should 
prepare for a revision of the tariff. 
Thib should be, and indeed must be. 
preceded by careful investigation. 
It 
is peculiarly the province of congress 
and not of th e president, and indeed 
peculiarly the province of the house 
of representaiives, to originate a tar­ 
iff 
bill and 
to determine upon its 
te rm s; and this I fully realize. 
Yet 
it seems to pie that before the close 
of this session provision should be 
m ade 
for 
collecting 
full 
material 
which will enable the congress elect­ 
ed next fall to act immediately after 
it comes into existence. 
This would 
necessitate some action by the con­ 
gress at its present session, perhaps 
in the shape of directing the proper 
committee to gather the necessary in* 


Ancient Javanese. 
T h e famous ape man, pithecanthro- 
puserectus, was found about sixteen 
years ago by Dr. Eugene Dubois In the 
gravel beds of the Bengawan river, 
near Trinil, in Japan.

plorations in the same locality by Dr. 
J. Elberts, the German geologist, seem 
to indicate that Java had still earlier 
inhabitants, who built 
fires, cooked 
deer, pigs and ancient buffaloes and 
elephants and had pottery and stone 
arrowheads.

SHIPPY EXONERATED. 


Economy in Fuel on Ocean Liners. 
Wonderful advances have been made 
in marine engines during the past few 
years, not only in construction, but in 
economy of fuel as well. An 8,000-ton 
ship built for the Hamburg-American 
line in 1890 burns nearly twice as 
much coal as a 17,000-ton ship built 
for them in 1906. 
The White Star 
liner Baltic, 24,000 tons, burns less 
fuel than the 7,000-ton Bretagne, built 
in 1886. 
At the beginning of ocean 
steam navigation it took 550 tons of 
coal to drive a 2,000-ton vessel across 
; the Atlantic at a speed of nine miles 
an hour. 
Today a 20,000-ton vessel 
can be driven across at a speed of 
I twenty-three miles an hour on a con­ 
sumption of 3,000 tons of coal.—Popu­ 
lar Mechanics.

mains found, are supposed to have 
lived 20,000 years ago. 


Stump Easily Removed.

After each filling cork the hole with a 
wood plug.
